BRITISH VICTORY ON BLUE NILE. 


Colonel Lewis Defeats Ahmed Fedil, 
eee Five Hundred and Captur- 
- ing Fifteen Hundred Dervishes. 


London. Jan. 6.—Particulars regarding the 
recent battle on the Blue Nile have been | 
received in a dispatch from Cairo to the Ex- 
change Telegraph company. Colonel Lewis, 
it appears, when he routed the Emir 
Ahmed Fedil, the last remaining formid- 
able dervish chief, killed 500 of his follow- 
ers, and made-many prisoners, The Emir, 
however, succeeded in escaping. 

An official dispatch from Colonel Lewis 
says that with a Soudanese regiment and a 
detachment of irregular ‘troops he attacked 
Fedil, while he was crossing the Nile at the 
cataract south of Roseres. The Colonel's 
force stormed the island on which Fedll 
took up a position, and some severe fight- 
ing followed. Eventually Fedil fled with 
300 followers, across the river, where his 
force was dispersed by the Maxim guns.

Petition for Ousting the Oviapany from 
Its Charter in Ohio—Alleged Vio- 
lation of Charter. 


Columbus, O., Jan. result of che 
in the Standard on dase in 
tus Supreme Court today Attorney General 
Monnett this evening filed a petitſon to oust 
the company from its charter in Ohio. 
The prayer of the petition is that de- 
fendarnt be found and adjudged to have for- 
feited and surrendered its corporate rights, 
privileges, powers, and franchises, and that 
it be ousted and excluded therefrom, and 
that it be disso] 
| soporte trustees o the creditors and stock- 
holders of such corporations to settle the 
affairs of this defendant company, colject 
and pay outstanding debts, and divide 
among the stockholders the money and other 
property which remain after the payment 
of debts and necessary expenses, and that 
such other relief be granted in the premises 


The petition sets forth eight instances in 
which it is alleged the Standard Oll company 
has violated its charter since its organiza- 
tion in 1870, specifying the various compa- 
nies comprising the n trust and their 
capital stock. 

The company has filed an affidavit that 
none of the records or books ordered pro- 
duced have been destroyed and that its offi- 
cers have déclined to produce none except 
strictly private papers,

THREE STREET RAILROAD BILIS, 

Three bills to repenl the Allen law were 
introduced at the frst day's session of the 
General Assembly. One was the measure 
drafted by the Civic federation. Another, 
| introduced by Senator Berry, is alleged to 
| embody the views of Governor Tanner con- 
cerning the street railroad question. The 
third, presented by Senator Busse, is report- 
ed to have been drafted by ex-Alderman 
Harlan. 

Not one ot the measures in its present 
shape can be called “ Mr. Yerkes’ bill.“ He 
wants to secure from the Legislature a 
fifty-year extension and a guarantee of a 
fare for twenty years, The Civic 
federation bill places the granting of ex- 
tensions; which are to be for twenty-five 
years only, in the hands of a commission 
composed of the Mayor, Commissioner of 
Public. Works, and an elective “ Co 
sioner of Street Railways.” This board is 
empowered to exact for new grants or re- 
newals. whatever compensation for the city 
it deems reasonable, and to fix the rate of 
fare. Furthermore, the rate then fixed can 
be lowered at the end of ten years if cond!- 
tions justify it. Evidently this is not the 
kind of legislation Mr. Yerkes wants. 

The Berry bill contains the above pro- 
vision..creating a local commission to pass 
on the question of extending old grants and 

’ making new grants, but it takes the regula- 
Non of fares.out of the hands of the local 
authorities. That matter is given over to 
the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com - 
missioners, which is empowered to fix a 
schedule of rates of fare for all the street 
railroads in the State, and revise those 
schedules as often as it may see fit. This 
arrangement cannot altogether be satisfuc- 
tory. to Mr. Yerkes, because the local street 
railroad commission is empowered to die- 
tate the terms and conditions on which re- 
newals may be had, and because, while one 
Board of Railway Commicsioners may be 
persuaded not to reduce fares, the next 
board may see fit todo so. 

The Busse bill leaves the granting of 
extensions in the hands of the Council and 
provides thet they shall not be for more than 
twenty years. To pass an ordinance over 
a veto a three-fourths vote will be required. 
The Council is empowered to exact com- 
pensation when dt grants licenses, and the 
companies are required to sell six rides for 
a quarter, or twenty-five rides for a dollar.

TANNER FAVORS LOWER FARES. 
Governor Tanner argues at some length 


in his message that the benefits of the re- 
duced cost of construction and operation of 


| street railroads should be reaped by the 


patrons ot the roads in the form of lower 
fares, or by the municipality, the rate of 
fare remaining unchanged but the ‘roads 
paying a portion of their earnings into the 
city treasury. In one case the people indi- 
vidually—for all use the street cars more or 
less—are the beneficiaries, In the other 
‘ease the people collectively are the benefi- 
ciaries, for the money paid by the roads is 
expended for public uses—police and fire 
protection, street cleaning, etc. It is expend- 
ed for the benefit of all classes, not of one 
class, 
There is a perfectly legitimate differen 
of opinion as to the disposition to be made 
of the fund arising from street car econ~ 
mies, which, it is admitted by all except 
the stockholders of the traction, companies, 
those stockholders should not be allowed to 
pocket. That fund.may-be given the people 
in lower fares. It may be turned into the 
city treasury, Orit may be divided between 
the city and the patrons of the roads. No 
one can blame the Governor for ng 
either side of this economic question and 
arguing in support of his position that the 
people will gain more by lower fares than 
they will by the wise expenditure of an in- 
creased municipal revenue. The Gover- 
nor’s method of arguing, however, is alto- 
gether too demagogical and violent. 


He contends that the payment to a munic- 


ipality of a percentage of thé receipts of a 
street railroad instead of reducing fares to 


its patrons is a policy of highway robbery 


of the common people for the benefit of the 
rich.” He asks why people who ride in 
street cars should be denied lower fares “ in | 
order to lessen the taxes of those who ride 
in carriages.” He calls the exaction of a 


‘percentage of the gross receipts of a com- 


pany a measure “ for the benefit of the tax- 
payers.” All this reads much as if it were 
an appeal for the votes of non taxpayers. 
who, in the cities, at least, decidedly out- 
number the taxpayers. | 

The Governor seems to believe that those 
persons who pay nothing to the tax-collector 


pay no taxes. He is mistaken. The Chica- 


go property-ownens who pay the bulk of the 
taxes spread them over the community to 
the extent of their ability. Tenants are 
compelled to pay part of the taxes in the 
shape of tents and purchasers of goods in 
what they pay for those goods. Taxes have 
a way of diffusing themselves so that indi- 
rectly almost everybody pays a tax. There 
fore, if the city, instead of increasing its 
revenues by making an arrangement with 
the traction companies by which it re- 
ceived two or three millions a year from 
them, were to add two or three millions to 
the taxes levied on property-owners the non- 
taxpayers would in ome way or another 
have to bear their share of the additional 
burden. 

To require the street railroads to pay a 
percentage of their earnings to municipal- 
ities instead of reducing fares to customers | 
is not “ oppression of the poor for the benefit 
of the rich.” It is simply providing for the 
collection from all classes in a simple and in- 


expensive manner of a revenue which is 


to be expended for the benefit of all. It is 
quite likely that many of the patrons of the 
street railroads would rather have lower 
fares than let the city spend the money rep- 
resented by the reduction. In some in- 
stances they might make a more profitable 


use of the money than the city. In others 


they would make a worse use.

There 
is reason to believe that if the fact that a 
constitutional amendment was to be voted 
on was brought to the notice of every voter 
on election day by handing him a separate 
piece of paper on which that amendment 
was printed nearly everybody would vote 
either yes or no. Of course nobody can be 
compelled to mark that special ballot. The 
voter can hand it back unmarked if he so 
pleases. But it is a fair presumption that 
only the most uneducated and ignorant 
voters, who do not know what a constitu- 
fional amendment is, would do that. The 
ballot law should be amended in the man- 
ner proposed. 


THE PHILIPPINE PROCLAMATION. 

President McKinley's instructions to Gen- 
eral Otis have wisely been put into the form 
of a proclamation to the Filipinos. This 
order commanding the War department 20 
take the whole Philippine group under 
control is also a recital of the grounds on 
which American occupation tests and an 
assurance to the natives that the new gov- 
ernment comes to them neither as an in- 
yader nor as a conqueror, but as a friend. 
It tells the Filipinos plainly that the new 
authority must be obeyed, and that all will 
be brought within the lawful rule thus es- 
tablished, “ with firmness if need be, but 
without severity ae far as may be possible.” 
The document as a whole is a well con- 
sidered and tactful assertion of complete 
American control and of unfeigned kindli- 
ness of intention 

By virtue of this formal order the military 
government now in existence at Manila will 
be extended over all the islands with all 
possible dispatch. In the tems of the proe- 
lamation, the authority of the United 
States is to be exerted for the sovereignty 
of the persons and property of the people 
of the islands and for the confirmation of 
all their private rights and relations.” This 
may not please the mugwumps and the 
Aguinaldo rebels, but it will be a welcome 
assertion of authority for the great mass 
of industrious, peucenble, and property- 
‘owning Filipinos and for all foreign busi- 
ness-men in the islands, AH persons who 
give their active aid or honest submission 
to the new ruling power will thereby gain. 
protection for their property and for their 
personal and religious richts. If Aguinal- 
do and his followers are so unwise as to 
try to set up a factional dictatorship of 
their own they will simply have to learn the

the provision that all subordinate civil and 
judicial offices shall be ed hy natives.’

The strength of the asset currency circulating in 
Canada is founded on the admirable banking sys- 
tem behind it; the small number of banks organ- 
ized under that system, which makes it possible 
to have them properly regulated and controlled. 
and for the business communities to have an in- 
telligent knowledge of their standing and credit; 
the large aggregation of capital in the banks of 
issue; the daily redemption of the currency and 
the ample facilities afforded for its redemption 
in all the prinetpal financial centers; the guar- 
antee fund maintained in the hands of the govern- 
ment by all of the banks of redemption of the 
currency of any in case of failure, a fund only 
practical under such a banking system as there 
existe and quite impracticable under our syetem. 


It is useless to debate the question wheth- 
er the system of large banks with branches 
is to be preferred. The American system 
has grown up naturally and will not he 
abandoned. It has taken too firm a root 
to be torn up and a new system adopted in 
order to make an asset currency safe. “ Re- 
formers” may think it an easy matter to 
upset well-established systems.

Canada Is a Country Without Conse- 
of Its

The narrow 
the so-called minion of Canada is indi- 
cated strikingly in the tone and character 
of ite newspapers and their discussions. 
Nowhere else is the journalistic view fixed 
so exclusively on petty domestic concerns. 
Under the leading-strings of England, 
Canada seems to be incapable of generating 
any school of politics which rises to a dignity 
deserying of outside consideration. 

Its. provinces border on our territory, yet 

here has any knowledge of its 
parochial politics or any concern in it. 
The Canadian newspapers are full of dis- 
cussions of men and measures local to the 
dependency, but they are almost wholly un- 
known to us, and are utterly without inter- 
est for us, tremendous as their importance 
seems to be in the view of the Canadians. 
What all the hubbub kicked up over them is 
about, what are the merits of the provin- 
cial controversies which fill daily the Cana- 
dian journals, and what ends the contestants 
are driving at so fiercely, are matters to 
which Americans are so far indifferent that 
they do not take the pains to inform them- 
selves regarding them. Rhodesia, far away 
in Africa, is better known and more inter- 
esting to us than the affairs of our pro- 
vincial neighbor, to the northward. Mexico, 
the Central Américan republics, the States 
of South America, and the islands of the 
Antilles command the interested attention 
of the world, but who knows or cares what 
Canada is about? 

The Canadian n apers seem to be made 
up by men naturally clever and indus- 
trious enough, but they expend their intel- 
lects on questions so peculiarly provincial in 
their limitation that we question if these 
than glanced at in any 
American newspaper office or are read by 
anybody in this republic or anywhere else 
outside of Canada, even by any of the 
million of Canadians who have emigrated 
hither to sharé ina really national existence. 

Take, for instance, the last number of the 
Mail and Empire of Toronto which has come 
to us, It is one of the most important of 
the Canadian journals. Its leading article, 
made the more conspicuous and emphatic 
by double leads, is a column-long discussion 
of candidates to be voted for at a local elec- 
tion, of whose occurrence nobody outside 
of Canada has ever had any knowledge. We 
never heard before of a single man men- 
tioned in it, The enormous foreign business 
of the United ia treated next from 
& purely provincial point of view, which 
betrays a spirit of dependency incapable of 
accomplishing anything on its own account. 
The third article regards enviously the 
growth of our American exports by $150,- 
000,000 as compared with 1896-'97, and $400,- 
000,000 as compared with 1894-95, because 
the — by Canada, vast as it is for that 
colorless dependency, was only $10,000,000. 
The fourth article, filling the greater part 
of a column, is on an alleged proposition to 
side-track Toronto by establishing an- 
other route to the West. Next, the at- 


tempt of the Central Ontario rafiway to 


exercise coercion in North Hastings is de- 
nounced, as, perhaps, it should ,be; but 
where is North Hastings? We have looked 
for the place in the Gazetteer, but do not 
find it, great center of Canadian interest as 
it seems to be.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEMTER | IN THE SOCIETY WORLD. 


(Copyright, 1890, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 
Among the peculiar privileges possessed 


dy the Dukes of Northumberiand, and which 


will be exercised today, is the rare hered- 
itary prerogative of interment in West- 
mineter Abbey. Formerly many gréat fam- 
ilies possessed this right. But they have 
either become extinct or have allowed the 
privilege to lapse. 

The Northumberland vault in Westminster 
Abbey is beneath the St. Nicholas Chapel, 
and the last member to be interred there 
was the consort of the old Duke, who died 
about four years ago. She was a daughter 
of the great banker, Henry Drummond, so 
well known as one of the founders of the 
church originated by Edward Irving. 

The Duchess converted her husband to 
her own religious views, and his was prob- 
ably the only Ducal table in the world at 
which there was always at meal time one 
seat kept vacant, supposed to be reserved 


| for.the coming of Christ. This was even 


reserved at state N and grand din- 
ners. The Duke, ft may a strict 
‘Vegetarian. 

— 


Probably the most noteworthy incident of 
the career of the late Duke was when he 
considered it to be his duty as one of the 
greatest nobles of the British Empire to ask 
and obtain an audience of the Queen for the 
purpose of reproaching her Majesty with 
the conduct of her eldest son, of whom he 
cordially disapproved, his Royal Highness’ 
fondness for games of hazard and his ad- 
miration for the fair sex calling forth the 
wrath of the ill-tempered and cranky old 
nobleman. 

In fact, for many years he deemed it to. 
be-his particular mission to go about in so- 
ciety warning people against the Prince 
of Wales, whom he denounced as a son of 
perdition, a lost soul, and as an absolutely 
‘undesirable companion for the young.“ 

The Prince naturally was greatly annoyed, 
and he, too, complained to the Queen, who 
in the most sensible manner soothed his 
anger by pointing out that she herself had 
_ been a sufferer through the old peer, ‘since 
‘he had assailed ‘her with reproaches in con- 
nection with the excessive grief which she 
had manifested at the loss of her husband. 
| The Duke regarded this as wicked in the 


extreme and did not hesitate to tell her Ma-

really Percy, but merely Smithson. The 
Ducal house of Percy, which in times gone 
by intermarried with the reigning families 
of England, France, Bergundy,. and Spain, 
became extinct as far as the male line was 
concerned in the early part of the last cen- 
tury, when the only daughter of the last 
Percy Duke married the Duke of Somerset 
of the day. The Duke of Somerset, in his 
turn, left only one daughter, and while his 
Dukedom of Somerset passed to a distant 
‘cousin, Almwick Castle, and the immense 
Percy estates were bequeathed to his daugh- 
‘ter, who married an ordinary country town 
banker, rejoicing in the name of Smithson. 

_ Owing to the immense territorial influence 
‘Which the latter exercised as controller öf 
‘the vast Percy lands Prime Minister Pitt 
‘was only too glad to listen to his demands 
‘for a peerage under the style of the Duke 
of Northumberland, this being of course in 
exchange for the promise of his politica: 
‘support. 

King George III., however, raised serious 
objections to yee cat his Prime Minis- 
ter’s resolve, and when at length he gave 
way he did so with a cutting remark that, al- 
Smithson a 
Duke of Northumberland, he could never 
make him a gentieman.”’ . 

The amount of the Ducal fortune and es- 
tates may be estimated from the fact that 
the father and predecessor of the late Duke 
spent a sum of $3,000,000 in building for his 
laborers tages, to each of which half an 
acre of land was attached.

It is one of the 
best existing specimens of the ‘old border 
castles of the middie ages. Its battlemented 
walls are flanked by sixteen huge towers, 
and its monumental kitchens are celebrat- 
ed in Lord eld's novel, Tan- 


The new Duke of Northumberland, who is 
already a member of the House of Lords 
under the name of the Earl of Percy, is quite 
as much of a purist and a faddist as his 
father, while the new Duchess, on the con- 
trary, is such a worldly character that on 
one occasion she was publicly reprimanded 
by the Queen at a drawing-room for having 
appeared at that state function in a gor- 
geousty-hued toilet within a week of the 
death of her stepmother, the second wife of 
the Duke of Argyle, and for having given a 
grand bali within two months after the loss 
of her pretty 13-year-old daughter. 

She is, as a daughter of the Duke of Ar- 
gyle and a sister-iflaw of the Queen's 
younger daughter, Princess Louise, 
Marchloness of Lorne, and used to make 
her headquarters in London in a grand pal- 
ace looking onto Trafalgar Square, and 
- which, with its gardens extending to the riv- 


er's edge, formerly occupied the site of the 


thoroughfare now known as Northumber- 
land avenue. 

Her eldest son, nitherto known as Lord 
‘Warkworth, now becomes, through his fa- 


ther’s promotion to the Dukedom, titular 


Earl of Percy, though retaining his seat in 
the House of Commons. He is a good-look- 
ing young fellow, with a rather languorous 
air that gives no indication of his mental 
and bodily activity. For he is an all- round 
athlete, and likewise scored many scholastic 
successes, having carried off while at Ox- 
tord the Newdegate prize for poetry. |. 

He enjoys the reputation of being the most

Duke Robert of Parma-Bourbon, who is 
the father of no less than eighteen children, 
the eldest of whom is consort of the reign- 
ing Prince of Bulgaria, has just commenced 
an extraordinary lawsuit against the City 
of Parma. 

In ancient times the crown libraries: of 
Parma and of Lucca were famous through- 
out the old world. By the treaty of 1815 the 
Duchy of Parma was given by the Congress 
of Vienna to Empress Marie Louise of 
France, that Austrian Archduchess who 
was the second wife of the first Napoleon. 
It was stipulated at the time that on her 
death she should be succeeded in the sov- 
ereignty of Parma by the Spanish Prince, 
Philippe of Bourbon, pho prior to the great 
revolution bore the title of Duke of Parma, 
and who was created by Napoleon King of 
Etruria, a title which he only bore till 1807. 
The Congress of Vienna made him sovereign

When in 1847 Banpress Marie Louise died 
the Duke of Lucca proceeded to Parma and 


took along with him the entire crown library | 


of Lucca in some 500 cases.

of the most horrible vices, who was mur- |

Charles IIL. was suc- 
ceeded by Duke Robert, who was an infant 
at the time, and whose ‘dominions were an- 
nexed in 1859 to Italy, which, with charac- 
teristic generosity, accorded to him the 
same annuity as.that enjoyed by his grand- 
father, Duke Charles II. of Parma. 

The libraries of Parma and of Lucca, both 
of them crown properties, passed into the 
possession of King Victor Emmanuel, who 
presented them to the City of Parma, which 
added the collection of valuable books and 
manuscripts to its famous public library,

Charitable Institutions Want Eleemo- 


Bequests Taken Out of 
Inheritance Law. 


A memorial adopted by representatives of 
charitable institutions of Illinois will be 
presented to the General Assembly during 
the present session, praying for the enact- 
ment of a law exenipting public and char 
itable bequests from the tax on inheritances: 

The argument presented is that as the 
law.now stands charitable bequests are re- 
quired to pay the highest rate of inheritance 
tax; that the law should offer an induce- 
ment to citizens to leave some portion of 
their estates to public or charitable uses, 
instead of, as at present, penalizing such 
_ gifts; that charitable and eleemosynary in- 
stitutions not only directly benefit the State, 
but also actually do a portion of the State’s 
work for which taxation exists; and that 
it has always been the policy of Illinois to 
exempt such institutions from taxation and 
that the same principle should apply in this 
instance.

Among the peculiar privileges possessed 
by the Dukes of Northumberiand, and which 
will be exercised today, is the rare hered- 
itary prerogative of interment in West- 
minster Abbey. Formerly many great fam- 
ilies po this right. But they have 
either become extinct or have allowed the 
privilege to lapse. 

The Northumberiand vault in Westminster 
Abbey is beneath the St. Nicholas Chapel, 
and the last member to be interred there 
was the consort of the old Duke, who died 
about four years ago. She was a daughter 
of the great banker, Henry Drummond, so 
well known as one of the founders of the 
church originated by Edward Irving. . | 

The Duchese converted her husband to 
her own religious views, and his was prob- 
ably the only Ducal table in the world at 
which there was always at meal time one 
seat kept vacant, supposed to be reserved 


reserved at state banquets and grand din- 
ners. The Duke, ft may be added, is a strict 
egetarian. 


Probably the most noteworthy incident of 
the career of the late Duke was when he 
considered it to be his duty as one of the 
greatest nobles of the British Empire to ask 
and obtain an audience of the Queen forthe 
purpose of reproaching her. Majesty with 
the conduct of her eldest son, of whom he 
cordially disapproved, his Royal Highness’ 

fondness for games of hagard and his ad- 
miration for the fair sex calling forth the 
wrath of the ill-tempered and cranky old 
nobleman.

Among the peculiar privileges possessed 
by the Dukes of Northumberiand, and which 
will be exercised today, is the rare hered- 
itary prerogative of interment in West- 
minster Abbey. Formerly many gréat fam- 
ilies possessed this right. But they have 


‘either become extinct or have allowed the 


privilege to lapse, 

The Northumberland vault in Westminster 
Abbey is beneath the St. Nicholas Chapel, 
and the last member to interred there 
| was the consort of the bold Duke, who died 
about four years ago. She was a daughter 
of the great banker, Henry Drummond, so 
well known as one of the founders of the 
church originated by Edward Irving. 

The Duchess converted her husband to 
her own religious views, and his was prob- 
ably the only Ducal table in the world at 
which there was always at meal time one 
seat kept vacant, supposed to be reserved 
| for. the coming of Christ. This was even 
reserved at state banquets and grand din- 
ners.

The 
Ducal house of Percy, which in times gone 
by intermarried the reigning families 
of Engiand, France, Bergundy, and Spain, 
became extinct as far as the male line was 
concerned in the early part of the last cen- 
tury, when the only daughter of the last 
Percy Duke married the Duke of Somerset 
of the day. The Duke of Somerset, in his 
turn, left only one daughter, and while his 
Dukedom of Somerset passed to a distant 
‘cousin, Alnwick Castle, and the immense 
Percy estates were bequeathed to his daugh- 
‘ter, who married an ordinary country town 
banker, rejoicing in the name of Smithson. 

Owing to the immense territorial influence 
which the latter exercised as controller of 
the vast Percy lands Prime Minister Pitt 
‘was only too glad to listen to his demands 
for a peerage under the style of the Duke 
‘of Northumberland, this being of course in 
exchange for the promise of his politica: 
support. 

King George III., however, raised serious 
objections to sanctioning his Prime Minis- 
ter’s resolve, and when at length he gave 
way he did so with a cutting remark that, al- 
though he could “create Mr. Smithson a 
Duke of Northumberland, he could never 
make him a gentieman.”’ 

The amount of the Ducal fortune and es- 
tates may be (estimated from the fact that 
the father and predecessor of the late Duke 
spent a sum of $3,000,000 in building for his 
laborers cottages, to each of which half an 
acre of land was attached. He also spent a

It is one of the 
best existing specimens of the old border 
castles of the middie ages. Its battlemented 
walls are flanked by sixteen huge towers, 
and its monumental kitchens are celebrat- 
ed in eld's novel, Tan- 
cred. 

The new Duke of Northumberland, who is 
already a member of the House of Lords 
under the name of the Earl of Percy, is quite 
as much of a purist and a faddist as his 


trary, is such a worldly character that on 
one occasion she was publicly reprimanded 
by the Queen at a drawing-room for having 
appeared at that state function ih a gor- 
geously-hued toilet within a week of the 
death of her stepmother, the second wife of 
the Duke of Argyle, and for having given a 
_ grand ball within two months after the loss 
of her pretty 13-year-old daughter. : 

She is, as a daughter of the Duke of Ar- 
gyle and a sister-in-law of the Queen's 
younger daughter, Princess Louise, 
Marchioness of Lorne, and used to make 
her headquarters im London in a grand pal- 
ace looking onto Trafalgar Square, and 
. which, with its gardens extending to the riv- 
er's edge, formerly occupied the site of the 
thoroughfare now known as Northumber- 
land avenue. 

Her eldest son, hitherto known as Lord 
Warkworth, now becomes, through his fa- 
| ther’s promotion to the Dukedom, titular 


the House of Commons. He is a good-look- 
ing young fellow, with a rather languorous 
air that gives no indication of his mental 
and bodily activity. For he is an all- round 
athlete, and likewise scored many scholastic 
successes, having carried off while at Ox- 
tord the Newdegate prize for poetry. 

He enjoys the reputation of being the most 
unemotional youth of his age in London, 
where men pride themselves on being une- 
motional, and during his grandfather's life- 
time afforded with the old gentleman and 
with the present Duke the not altogether 
rare spectacle in English politics of three 
generations of the same family occupying 
| seats in the Parliament of Great Britain. 

Duke Robert of Parma-Bourbon, who is 
the father of no less than eighteen children, 
the eldest of whom is consort of the reign- 
ing Prince of Bulgaria, has just commenced 
an extraordinary lawsuit against the City 
of Parma. 

In ancient times the crown libraries of 
Parma and of Lucca were famous through- 
out the old world. By the treaty of 1815 the 
Duchy of Parma was given by the Congress 
of Vienna to Empress Marie Louise of 
France, that Austrian Archduchess who 
was the second wife of the first Napoleon. 
It was stipulated at the time that on her 
death she should be succeeded in the sov- 
ereignty of Parma by the Spanish Prince, 
Philippe of Bourbon, ho prior to the great 
revolution bore the title of Duke of Parma, 
and who was created by Napoleon King of 
Etruria, a title which he only bore till 1807. 
The Congress of Vienna made him sovereign 
Duke of Lucca, with the right of suctes- 
sion to the crown of 3 


the Duke of Lucca proceeded to Parma and 


of Lucca in some 500 cases. Two years 
later he abdicated in favor of his son, 
Charles III., stipulating for a life pension. 
Charles IIT. was an ignoble reprobate, guilty 
of the most horrible vices, who was mur- 
dered by a couple of men, who subsequently 
died in this country, one of them in a hos- 
pital in Philadelphia. Charles III. was suc- 
ceeded by Duke Robert, who was an infant 
at the time, and whose ‘dominions were an- 
nexed in 1859 to Italy, which, with charac- 
teristic generosity, accorded to him the 
same annuity as that enjoyed by his grand- 
father, Duke Charles II. of Parma. |

SEEK EXEMPTION FROM TAXES, 


Charitable Institutions Want 
synary Bequests Taken Out of 
Inheritance Law. 


A memorial adopted by representatives of 
charitable institutions of Illinois will be 
presented to the General Assembly during 
the present session, praying for the enact- 
ment of a law exenipting publMc and char- 
itable bequests from the tax on inheritances. 

The argument presented is that as the 
law.now stands charitable bequests are re- 
quired to pay the highest rate of inheritance 
tax; that the law should offer an induce- 
ment to citizens to leave some portion of 
their estates to public or charitable uses, 
instead of, as at present, penalizing such 
gifts; that charitable and eleemosynary in- 
stitutions not only directly benefit the State, 
but also actually do a portion of the State's 
work for which taxation exists; and that 
it has always been the policy of Illinois to 
exempt such institutions from taxation and 
that the same principle should apply in this 
instance.

SPEECH OF JUDGE N. C. SEARS. 


Discusses the Problems of “ Our New 
Possessions — Replies to the 
Anti-Expansionists. 


Judge N. C. Sears, being introduced, spoke 
‘on Our New Possesions,“ saying in part 
as follows: * 

“They who now opposé the retention of 
these new possessions may be said to be of 
three classes, differing in thé reason of their 
objection: 

First — There are certain who object upon

CALHOUN ON COMMERCE LAW. 


Speaks of the Interstate Commission— 
Need of High Standard of 
Civic Virtue. 


ö Commissioner W. R Calhoun, speaking on 


the subject. Chicago's Interest in the 
Interstate Commerce Act,“ said in part: 

The interstate commerce has been one 
of the sources from which Chicago has de- 
rived great advantages, and whatever af- 
fects the ecommerce of this country will 
affect Chicago. The interstate commerce 
law Was passed in recognition of one great 
basic principle—viz.: that railroads, while 
they’ are private capital and represent pri- 
vate investment, yet, by reason of the pow- 
ers delegated to them by the State, exer- 
cise in some measure the powers of sover- 
‘eignty and are called upon to perform cer- 
tain public services. 

“There are two main features of this 
law to which I wish to call your attention. 
One is a declaration of law that all rates, 
freight rates, shall be reasonable, and the 
Interstate Commerce commission has been, 
given the power to investigaté and determine 
the reasonableness of any rate, and if it 
is found to be unreasonable, to so adjudge 
and order the carrier to cease from charging 
this rate. But under the decisions of our 
Supreme Courts, the commission has no 
power to establish what rate shall be put 
in force. 

The other prominent feature of the law 
is that all rates shall be equal in their ap- 
plication to all kinds of traffic and to all in- 
dividuals. In other words, it was the pur- 
pose of the law to prevent discrimination 


and between different kinds of traffic. 


Where the Law Fails. 
“ Unfortunately the law has proved in- 
operative. The end sought to be obtained 
has been utterly ignored or lost mght of. 
There probably never was a time in the his- 
tory of this country when there was more 
demoralization of rates among 
railroads, more injurious discrimination, 
more privileges given to a few at the ex- 
pense of thé many, than exists at the pres- 
ent time. 
25 Now, this condition of.things is not al- 
together the fault of the railroad manage- 
ment. Shippers are as much to blame and 
in many instances more than the managers 
of the railroads. It is true, itis absolutely 
true in my judgment, that no railroad man- 
r existing conditions can success- 
fully operate his road and observe the law, 
or charge. the same rate to all his patrons 
as long as all his competitors are cutting the 
ground out from under his feet. It is also 
true that nd merchant, however honest he 
thay be, however law abiding he cry 
can successfully compete with his rivals an 
pay established tariffs while they are getting 
secret rebates and concessions which of 
themselves oftentimes furnish a large mar- 
t.

‘ALTGELD TAKES 


Will Be a Candidate for Mayor 
of Chicago on a Full 


DESIGNS ON THE COUNCIL. 


Aldermanic Candidates of Good 
Character to Be Named 
in Each Ward. 


LIVELY FIGHT IS PLANNED. 


John P. Altgeld has enlarged the scope of 
his campaign. Not only will he be a candi- 
date for Mayor with a full city ticket, but 
he will have candidates for Aldermen in 
every ward in Chicago. To top it off, town 
tickets may be nominated also, but this has 


not been finally decided on yet. 


The nomination of Aldermanic candidates 
on the Altgeld ticket is calculated te make 
many changes in the next City Council. 
Altgeld’s plan is to select as nominees men 
of a character which will in many instances 
compel indorsement by the Municipal 
Voter's league and in others attract a large 
vote, In the strong Republican wards their 
candidacy will probably not have much ef- 
fect, as they are likely to draw almost en- 
tirely from the Democratic vote, but in the 
Democratic wards the appearance of these 
Altgeld candidates for the Council is likely 
to play havoc with the chances of the reg - 
ular Democratic nominée.”’ 4 

In the First Ward, for instance, the Alt- 
geld candidate probably will be ex-Alder- 
man Nicholas Kramer. He is not only pop- 
ular, but when in the Council before made 
an acceptable Alderman. He is sure to get 
many more votes than Michael Kenna can 
hope to muster, and if he is not elected he 
will at least destroy all chances Hinky 
Dink has of getting back to the Council.
